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PRAYER FOR SAN FRANCISCO 


In many churches last Sunday, throughout 


the country, sermons were preached with the 
San Francisco conference for a text, and 
prayers were offered for its success. It was 
a natural and fitting thing to do. The whole 
purpose of this notable gathering represents 
a basic scriptural purpose—the spread of 
peace and good will among men. 


It is well to keep up such prayers, in keep- 


ing with the king in the old play, who says: 
"More things are wrought by prayer 
Than this world dreams of; wherefore let 


thy voice 


Rise like a fountain for me day and night." 
But more than faith alone is needed, for 


"faith without works is vain." Faith in this 
case, after long years of trifling with a great 
purpose, demands that civilized men every- 
where live up to their professions and treat 
this effort for world peace as a solemn, im- 
perative, religious duty.

SAVED—SO FAR 


The civilized people of western Europe, 


and the New World with them, can now 
draw free, breath and, if they are wise, con 
template long and thoughtfully the perils 
from which, so far, they have escaped. 


It has been difficult in these last few years 


to see clearly and to face national and inter 
national facts. We Americans, in our fanciec 
isolation and security, though.warned even 
before Pearl Harbor, were long in grasping 
world facts. Sunk in fancied security, we 
were blind to the twin perils developing in 
Europe and Asia. We ignored or laughed at 
the ambitious plans of Hitler and Hirohito. 


The result was that, only by the grace of 


God and some few scattered areas of com- 
mon sense and preparedness, were we able 
to ward off the blows from Europe and Asia, 
and slowly, with vast effort, to stop and 
thwart the bold plotters. It was the world 
that they played for, and they almost won. 
Even yet there is danger, if the Allied Na- 
tions slacken their efforts and sit back again 
and close their eyes in fancied security. 


These wars came out of the very depths 


of international crime. The criminal leaders 
are still strutting in Berlin and Tokyo, and 
perpetrating the horror crimes where bodies 
of men and women like ourselves arc piled 
up and burned like cordwood. The vaunted 
"New Order" was a satanic pretense of civili- 
zation whose fires arc not yet stamped out 
NVorld conspirators are at large, and still 
millions of Americans do not understand the 
luck which has saved thorn.

In 
n word, if world peace is dependent upon the Three 
Dominant Powers, as the professor says so firmly, 
why need we devote so much time and money anil 
thought, to a world peace structure, in which all 
"peace-loving" nations, Including Saudi Arabia but 
not Poland, are members? The professor dwells 
in a world of might, of balance of powers, of im- 
perialism: we are thinking of a United States of 
the World In which a country the size of Rhode 
Island will have one vote as will a country the size 
of two or three Tcxascs. 


Professor Schuman who is acknowledged In 


academic circles as an authority on Russian plans, 
aurposei, motives, aims and ambitions naturally 
cannot understand why anyone should worry so 
about Poland. After all. what we seek is eternal 
peace by the grace of The 
Dominant Three. 


Curiously the professor produces unities within 
unities like one of those Chinese puzzles that Rus- 
sians used to love to give their children at Christ- 
mas—that is, when Christmas was a holiday and 
chiMren were not fed on the pabulum of Marxian 
dialectics. . The professor not only would produce 
a world unity under The Dominant Three but a 
Slav unity under Russia. He says: 
". . . Americans will not be misled into re- 


garding the new relations between the Soviet 
Union and Czechoslovakia. Yugoslavia 
and

new Poland «s 'sovietization' or 'tcrrorization.' They 
know that Slav unity is as essential for the future 
welfare of the Poles ns of other Slavic peoples.

Sin Fnncisco, Ctllf., April 27— 


A sudden demand for speed in 
getting the United Nations con- 
'erence to write Its charter and 
adjourn has arisen. The fear is

here and trial they will be turn- 
ng over the responsibility to 
esser officials.

The American delegation is we)l 


aware of this danger and is doing 
everything it can to expedite the 
work so that the sessions will 
not drag 'out six weeks or more. 
roreign Commissar Molotov, for 
nstance, could hardly afford to 
stay here, the full six .weeks in 
these critical times. 


A program of about three weeks 


js being suggested instead. It will 
mean night sessions, but the 
charter could be written in that 
time. There are really very few 
controversial questions. The Yalta 
conference settled the voting pro- 
cedure and, while there are some 
knotty problems, they need not 
absorb the conference's time. For. 
if an agreement can be reached 
at all on fundamental questions, 
the same result can be obtained 
in three weeks as in six. 


The British are in favor of 


speed, too. Anthony Eden, foreign 
secretary, is needed in Britain at 
this time and a prolonged-absence 
is not considered possible for him. 
Hence, whatever this conference 
can do to solve the major ques- 
tions on a three-week schedule 
will be in the interest of its own 
prestige. It would be unfortunate 
if all the delegations felt that 
they had to prolong the meetings 
so as to express'opinions for the 
record. Very few plenary sessions 
are planned anyhow, and the real 
work'is to be done in the commit- 
tees where ample opportunity for

With the city buses making 


stops only at designated streei 
corners that have been marked 
"bus stops" it is interesting to re- 
call that during the first World 
War the "skip stop" system of op- 
erating the trolley cars went into 
effect on September 22, 1918. 


The idea was to conserve elec- 


tricity/ by eliminating a number 
of the usual stops made by the 
trolley cars to take on and dis- 
charge passengers. 


The system now in .use by the 


bus lines was inaugurated for the 
purpose of conserving gasoline, and 
while the system has been in op- 
eration for a number of months 
there are still many citizens of the 
city who try to halt the buses at 
street 'corners which are not mark- 
ed "bus stop."

Philip Schantz, who for many 


years had been the Republican 
leader of southern Ulster county, 
died in his home in Highland on 
October.9. 1928, at the age of 70 
years. 


Mr. Schantz. who was better 


known as "Phil" Schantz. had 
served the county both ns sheriff 
and as county treasurer. For years 
he was one of the outstanding 
men of the county. 


Owing to his popularity he early 


became Republican leader of the 
southern end of the county, and 
his counsel was always sought by 
other leaders of the party. 


Mr. Schantz was a prominent 


member of the county P.epublican 
party during the years when the 
late Phil Elting was county lead- 
er.

The variety chains 
should be the safest of all. 


The oil group should come next 


in order. .With these should be in- 
cluded certain metal shares aU 
though I do not like the coppers. 
Probably the greatest gamble, for 
good or ill, are the gold stocks. 


The chemical industry should 


emerge from the war a leading 
postwar industry when the phar- 
maceutical group 
is included. 


Many new miracles are still in the 
laboratory stage. 


The electrical equipment indus- 
try, including electronics and plas- 
ticf. offers attractive fields,—es- 
pecially for returning servicemen. 


•Aviation should be included with 


the "Big Five", although its future 
is somewhat uncertain. I like best 
the transport companies; but their 
stocks now seem high compared 
with those of the airplane manu- 
facturers.

The paper and container indus- 


try should have better days 
ahead. This especially applies to 
come of the companies which have 
diversified in cans, plastics, glass 
and fibres, as well as paper.
